THE CHINESE 

The Chinese decisions are rapidly multi- 
plying, and it there be wisdom in the multi- 
plicity of counselors we oughtsoon to know. 
how much vitality and binding force there is 
in the anti-Chinese act of Congress. Two 
decisions have been made in California by 
Judges Field and Sawyer, three in Oregon 
by Judge Deady, and one in Massachusetts 
by Judges Nelson and Lowell. As might 
be expected, they reflect on the one hand A.- 
lantic philanthrophy' and on the other 
Pacific ostracism. Four of these decisions 
do not touch the real character of the act, 
but suggest certain modifications. One of 
them decides that the act must not go fur- 
ther than the Burlingame treaty as modified 
by the treaty of 1880. Judge Deady’s three 
decisions are to the effect—first, that the att 
does not apply to Chinese sailors touching 
but not remaining at an American port; 
second, that it does not apply to Chinese 
sailors entering an American port and leav- 
ing their vessel with the intention ot going to 
another port; and, third, that a Chinaman 
who had shipped on an American vessel as 
cook prior to the expiration of the ninety 
days’ limit named in the act is virtually 
within the country on the ground that an 
American ship is American territory. 

These decisions, as we have said, do not 
affect the spirit of the Oongressiopal act. 
The other two do, and ‘they are exactly the 
reverse in character. Ihe first in order of. 
time was that of Judges Nelson and Lowell, 
of Massachusetts. The case which gave rise 
to the decision was In the nature of an in- 
formation against John G. Douglas, master 
of the British bark Eme, who had landed at 
Boston one Ah Shong, alleged to be a Chi- 
nese laborer, ami contrary to the act. Ah 
Shong shipped in December last at Manila as 
a carpenter, under a ten years’ contract. He 
deserted the vessel at Boston and refused to 
return, whereupon the master paid him off 
and discharged him. There was ao denial 
that Ah Shong wasa Chinaman and a laborer, 
but as he was born at Hong Kong the ques- 
tion was raised whether a Chinaman who 
was not a Chinesé subject, but a British sub- 
ject, could be excluded by the act, The de- 
cision. turned on this point, and the Judges 
decided that the term “Chinese laborers” 
must be held to mean the subjects of the 
Government of China, to which the treaty 
relates. and therefore “the inhibitions of the 
act do not apply to persons of the Chinese 
race who are not and never were subjects of 
or resident within the Chinese Empire.” 

The recent California decision by Judges 
Field and Sawyer was rendered in a case in 
which the principle involved was the same 
as that in the Boston case. It was in the 
nature of a habeas corpus, the petitioner, Ah 
Lung. setting forth that he was a Chinaman © 
by race, language, and color, and also a la- 
borer, but as he was born in Hong „Kong he 
claimed to be a British subject, and as such 

that he did not come within the provisions 
of the Congressional act. The court refused 
his p@tition, and in its decision clearly stated | 
the language of the act, laying special stress 
upon the second section, which the Massa- 
chusetts Justices seem to have ignored in 
their decision. That section makes it a mis-

the Massachusetts court, The latter simply

out certain treaty stipulations. The former 
cousttned it by its meanthg and intent. It 
recognized that the carrying out of the treaty 
stipulations was one of its purposes, but it 
also recognized that it goes still further, and 
intended and clearly declares its purpose 
to exclude Chinese laborers from coming 


or place. In its declaration of this purpose 
the act is certainly explicit. Upon this point 
at least the act cannot be construed upon the 
basis of the treaties, otherwise it would be 
absurd and have no mening whatever; 
whereas its object was to prevent the impor- 
tation of Chinese labor from any foreign 
port or place and to pretect American labor 
from Asiatic competition. 

The one decision nullifies the act, the 
other sustains it. The one strips it of ail 
binding force and makes it impotent; the 
other gets at its real meaning and intent 
and makes all its provisions consistent with 
each other. The one would open the ports 
of our country to the whole laboring popula- 
tion of Hong Kong; the other would exelude 
it from our shores, as Congress intended 
when it passed the exclusion act. In this 
conflict of opinion between courts of equal 
jurisdiction the question ought to go to the 
Supreme Court of the United States for final 
decision, and, It that court should decide that 
the Massachusetts decision is correct, then 
Congress should frame a new Dill and so 
amend the treaties as to correspond with it, 
for the country will never consent that the 
act shall correspond with the treaties if the 
result is to open our ports to Chinese labor. 
As the act now stands it is so clear in its 
purpose of exclusion that no one can gainsay 
it. Itnow remains to be determined by the 
court of last resort whether its exclusive 
provision is set aside in ahy degree by the 
treaties. 

— 
‘TARIFF AS A PARTY ISSUE. 

In an interview with one of Tur Tais- 
UNE’s reporters Mr. David A. Wells divided 
himself into two distinct individualities; 
first he spoke as a political economist and 
afterward as a partisan Democrat. Tur 
Tumexx is ready to subscribe to the argu- 
ment he made for tariff reform; it is the 
strongest plea whichcan be brought before 
the people at this time, and Taz Trisune 
has used it repeatedly. Restated in brief, it 
is as follows: The artificial stimulation of 
the tariff bounty has led to wild competition 
in many of the leading brauches of manu- 
facture in this country, notably iron, wool- 
en, and cotton goods. As a consequence the 
production has largely exceeded the home 
capacity for consumption, immense quanti- 
ties of goods have been sold below the 
cost of production, a considerable portion 
of the furnaces and mills are idle, and 
there is now no movement toward starting 
new factories. But the same tariff which has. 
encouraged an excess of production by the 
promise of exorbitant profits has increased 
the cost of production to an extent which ex- 
cludes American manufactures from foreign 
markets. With an overstocked home mar- 
ket and no outlet for American goods, sus- 


pension of work, depression in trade, and 


suffering among the laboring classes are in- 
evitable. Mr. Wells as a clear-headed polit- 
ical economist knows that the only remedy 
for this condition of things must be sought in 
such a modification of the tariff system as will 
enable American manufacturers to sell in 
foreign markets the surplus for which there 
is no demand at home; and we are also pre- 
pared to agree with him when he says that 
“circumstances are going to force this con- 
dition of affairs upon the attention of both 
political parties whether they desire it or 
not.” 3 

Had Mr. Wells stopped at this point Tun 
Tumor would have no occasion to differ 
with him. But when he spoke as a Demo- 
erat and expressed a confidence that the 
Democratic party will take the true politico- 
economical side of this issue the wish was 
evidently father to the thought. The fact is, 
that alt the late indications furnished by the 
Democratic managers point to a determined 
effort to evade the issue which Mr. Wells 
would force upon the party if he could have 
his way. The resolution of the Ohio Demo- 
cratic platform has been accepted by the 
party managers pretty much everywhere as 
a satisfactory straddle.“ It declares in 
favor ot a tariff so adjusted as to encour- 
age productive industry at home.” The 
Eastern and Southern protection Democrats 
are entirely content with this declaration 
of purpose, as is evident from the 
adoption of the very same language 
by the New Jersey and Virginia Democratic 
Conventions, and Mr. Watterson, speaking 
for the revenue-reform wing of the party, 
has also givenin his acquiescence to the 
phrase. But we are convinced that Mr. 
David A. Wells is not willing to accept such 
an expression as conforming to his idea of 
tariff reform; and, even if he were to put a 
construction upon the phraseology which 
would comport with his idea, we are equally 
sure he would not contend that the Demo- 
cratic politicians haye any such construction 
in their mind. it is not easy to see, there- 
fore, how he ean reasonably hope that the 
Democratic party will undertake to urge tar- 
iff reform as an issue before the people or to 
carry Out the principles thereof in case the 
party shall come into power. 

But chere is another strong tendency in the 
Democratic party which is clearly antago- 
nistic to tariff? reform. We refer to the for- 
inidable movement for the abandonment of 
internal taxation, which simply means now 
the repeal of the whisky and tobacco taxes. 
Mr. Wells cannot close his eyes to this move- 
ment, It is thé strongest element in Mr. 
Randall’s campaign for the Speakership be- 
cause it appeals to selfish interests of 
both Eastern and So Democrats. It 
has received the outspoken and unequivoca! 
indorsement of at least two State conven- 
tions of the Democratic party; ahd, whether 
it shall be incorporated in the next Na- 
tional platform or not, it will undoubtedly 
be pusbed in Congress by the Democratic 
side, which brought it forward last winter 
as a caucus measure to contest the tariff-re- 
vision bill. Mr. Wells knows that this move- 
ment means cheap whisky and dear goods, 
and that its success will interpose ah insur- 
mountable obstacle in the way of tariff re- 
form for many years to come. His broad in- 
formation as a political economist, his hunest 
devotion to revenue reform, and his observa- 
tion of current affairs ought to protect him 
from the poor deception practi¢ed by the 
Democratic leaders and warn him against 
lending his influence to forward the success 
ot that deception. 

When Mr. Wells said that circumstances 
will force the necessity for tariff reform 
upon both political parties he indicated the 
ouly real hove for the movement within tlie 
near future, and candid consideration will 
compe! him to admit that what has been ac- 
complished thus far has been through the 
active agency of the Republicans in Con- 
Kress, and also that the Democrats have per- 
sistently neglected every opportunity their 
control of Congress has given them in the 
pas. to mature measures of revenue reform.

JUDGE GRESHAM’S FIGHT WITH THE 
LOTTERIES. 

There are now but three States left, we be- 

lieve, in which lotteries are allowed—Louis- 

jana, Kentucky, and Colorado. If the Post- 


has commenced with vigor and resolution 
these demoralizing and pernicious devices 
for gambling may yet be driven out of these 
States also. 

The tight was handed down as a legacy to 
Judge Gresham by Postmaster-General Key, 
who had directed the Postmasters at New 
Orleaus and New York not to pay any mon- 
ey-orders or deliver registered letters to the 
agents of the Louisiana Company. Judge 
Gresham expanded the order to include all 
Postmasters in the country, and thus de- 
clared general war against ali lotteries. To 
avoid the application of the order, the Louis- 
iana Company arranged with a National 
bank in New Orleans to receive its maiis, 
whereupon Judge Gresham ordered the 
Postmaster at New Orleans to pay 
no money-orders and deliver no registered 
letters to the bank. At the first glance this 
may seem a hardship to the bank and an in- 
terference with its business, but, as it can 
remove the hardship at any time by declin- 
| ing to be an annex toa gambling institunon, 
the timit of the calamity may be determined 
by itself any day. ‘ 

In making this fight Judge Gresham will 
have the sympathy of the people, and partic- 
ularly of thousands of victims who have 
been bied by these lotteries. It may not be 
pessible for him to close the doors of the 
Louisiana lottery and shut out its Democrat- 
ic officials from their lucrative business, but 
so long as the statutes of the countty declare 
lotteries fraudulent institutions he has the 
undoubted right to say that the Post-Of- 
fice Department, of which he is the 
head, shall not be made a pander to 
their fraudulent purposes. The laws are 
explicit in declaring that the mails 
shall not be used for fraudulent purposes, 
and the same laws have stamped lotteries as 
frauds. He has no cholce, therefore, in the 
premises but to forbid the use of the mails as 
a medium of interchange between lotteries 
and their victims. If this particular New 
Orleans National bank is ready to stand in 
with a fraud so much the worse for the 
bank. It ought to suffer; and if it continues 
to defy the law by indirection then it ought 
to be shut up by direction until it agrees to 
confine ‘itself to its legitimate business. It 


fight that the Louisiana lottery is a 
powerful enemy, and that its evil 
effects are not confined to the an- 
nual list of victims who are stripped 
of their money by it. It is a strong political 
instrument, and it has demoralized politics 
in New Orleans by its wealth and corrupt 
use of money. It is pernicious in every way, 
and if Judge Gresham succeeds in closing it 
up by closing up the avenues of approach to 
it he will score a victory not only in the in- 
terest of public morals, bat in the interests 
of political honesty. He will have the sym- 
pathy of the peoplé in his fight with this 
traudulent concern and in his effort to pro- 
tect the community and to vindicate the law. 


WAGES IN ENGLAND. 

A few days ago thé plea for more protec- 
tion made by Mr. Roach before the Senate 
committee in session in New York as a 
means to revive American shipping interests 
served as an occasiOn for pointing out that 
the vast carrying trade done by Great Britain 
has grown up under the consistent free 
trade policy which has prevailed in that 
country since the repeal of the Corn laws in 
1846. The fallacy of Roach’s argument in 
favor of protection was completely exposed 
by the mere statement that he was urging a

The 
return from Europe of the Rev. Robert 
Collyer, whose truthfulness and capacity for 
observation are nownere better known 
than in Chicago, has provided an equally 
blunt refutal of the talk so common among

lantic. Considerable impetus has been given 
of late to this style of argument by letters 
written by Mr. Robert P. Porter from En- 
gland to the New York Tribune with the 
purpose of proving that the condition of 
English operatives has grown worse under 
and free-trade policy. Mr. Porter observed 
and wrote as an advocate of the protection 
doctrine. Robert Collyer, who was him-

by indebendent testimony of trustworthy 
authority in England. Edward North Bux- 
ton in one of his addresses says that wages 
are at least 50 cent higher in En- 
giand than they re forty years ago. 
This improvement has taken place en- 
tirely under the present anti-protec- 
tion policy of Great Britain. That the 
purchasing power of wages there has also 
| increased is evident from the fact that the 
consumption of tea, sugar, and other articles 
of food has inereased to four times as much 
per capita as it was forty years ago: and the 
rate of consumption in many staple articles 
is one-half as mach again per head as it was 
a dozen years ago, showing that the increase 
is still going on. under free-trade auspices, 
There are other conditions which indi- 
cate quite as plainly the improvement 
in the condition of the working classes as 
compared with the period when protection 
was the policy of the English nation. Crime 
and pauperism have been reduced one-half 
and the savings-deposits have increased three- 
fold during the last forty years. Mr. 
Buxton also points out that, while wages 
are higher in America under the protection 
system than they are in England, they are 
mach lower in France where protection is 
also the national policy. This leads him 
to the reflection that the rate of wages 
is. chiefly governed by supply, and in

QUARTERLY RAILROAD REPORTS. 

There is a movement in New York fo re- 
quire the railroads subject to the jurisdiction 
of that State to make quarteriy reports in 
addition to the annual reports now pub- 
lished. This movement is resisted by the 
railroads on the ground that it would be in- 
convenient, that the information would only 


de approximate at the best, and that the 


practice might lead to panics. The aus wers 
which are made to these objections are ob- 
vious. The inconvenience cannot be very 
great since it is the practice of well-managed 
railroads to require monthly reports from 
the managers—it is one of the by-laws of 
the Pennsylvania Company—including a bal- 
ance-sheet, and hence it would be no great 
hardship to make public a quarterly state- 
ment, for compiling which the material is all 
at hand. As to approximation, it is sug- 


gested that the quarterly report could set 


forth absolutely the miles of road owned; 
miles leased, operated, and controlled; 
amount of bonds outstanding, with their re- 
spective characters and rates of interest; 
amount of stock outstanding; amount of 
floating debt and total fixed charges; and ap- 
proximately the gfoss earnings, operating 
expenses, and net earnings. The showing of 
these items may be made very nearly as com- 

plete and accurate once every quarter as they 
are now once every year. As to creating 
panic, there will be no danger unless the af- , 
fairs of a company are ina condition to ex- 

cite alarm among the holders and dealers in 

the stock. The danger of panic will be 
considerably lessened, as a matter of fact, 
in case of a declining business, for a fall in 
the stock naturally resulting will then be 
more gradual than if the confession of bad 

business or the signs of bad management be 

postponed for a sudden explosion in an an- 

nual report. For instance, if quarterly re- 


ports should reveal to the stock exchange 


that a certain railway company was accumu- 
lating a large floating debt, which indicates 
that receipts are falling off or that a corpora- 
tion is extending its outlay beyond its re- 
sources, it would be of advantage to the 
stockholders, to the public and to the rail- 
way itself that the Information should not 
be withheld. The stockholders might then 
bring pressure to bear to prevent a continua- 
tion of bad policy, and investors would have 
the means to determine the approximate 
value of the stock, whereas concealment 
would have the effect of deceiving stock- 
holders, investors, and the public till the 
date of the annual report, when the parties 
in interest would not be able to escape the 
effect of a sudden and unexpected 
revelation of weakness. If, on the 
contrary, the affairs of a corporation 
are prosperous it will be of equal ad- 
vantage te stockholders to have that fact 
chronicled more frequently and kept before 
the public. The New York Herald, which 
throws out some of these suggestions, points 
out that the stock exchange has the power 
to compe! the railroads to comply with’ the 
popular demand by striking from its list the 
securities of such companies as refuse to 
make quarterly statements. This would 
reach all the principal corporations in the 
country, as well as those operated under 
New York charters. i 
— 


TESTING THE LEGAL-TENDER OF GREEN- 
BACKS. 


It is well that the public should under- 
stand the real issue in the legal-tender case 
which comes up before the United States Su- 
preme Court early in October, and the ulte- 
rior effect of a decision denying that a cer- 
tain portion of the greenback issue may be 
lawfully tendered in payment of debts. 

What is known as the “free-banking act 
removed all restrictions upon the amount of 
National-bank notes complying with the pre- 
seribed rules of security, but provided that 
the United States notes known as green- 
backs should be retiréd in proportion of 80 
per cent to the increased bank issue od the 
outstanding legal-tenders should be reduced 
to $300,000,000. Subsequently Congressman 
Fort, of, Lllinois, introduced a bill, which 
was passed, requiring the legal-tender notes 
retired under that provision to be reissued. 


The case which comes before the Supreme 


Court is based upon the tender by a citizen 
of one State to a citizen of another State of a 
certain amount of the reissued greenbacks 
in payment ot debt, whieh the creditor re- 
fused to accept on the ground that they had 
been issued without constitutional warrant. 
This is the point to be argued. 3 

If the Supreme Court shall hold that the 
reissued greenbacks are not legal-tender it 
will be on the ground that when the retire- 
ment thereof had been ordered by Congress, 
under certain conditions, down to the sum 
of $300,000,000 in all, then Congress dispos- 
sessed itself of the power to cheek the 
process of retirement. The superficial effect 
of such a decision would be to reduce the 
volume of legal-tender notes to $300,000,000, 
but it would be followed by an effort equally 
persistent to deny the legal-tender function 
to the outstanding greenbacks as well. It 
Congress had no authority to require the 
reissue of legal-tender notes which had been 
redeemed by the Treasury Department, 
then the limitawon of its power in this 
respect would not be confined to that portion 
of the notes retired in proportion to the in- 
creased issue of bank-notes, but would ex- 
tend also to all the greenbacks which have 
been presented for redemption. Thisis un- 
doubtedly the aim of those who are pressing 
the case; they hope to obliterate the legal- 
teuder quality of the entire volume of green- | 
backs, which would reduce the volume of 
debt paying money to the gold coin and to 
the standard silver dollars which are limited 
in colnage by the law of the Nation. There 
is little doubt that, if encouraged by suecess 
in this movement, the next step would be to 
demonetize silver again, and thus establish 
a single, contracted, and constantly con- 
tracting standard for the payment of debts. 


No time could be more inopportune for rais- 


ing this issue than the present. It is univer- 
sally admitted that the avoidance of a panic 

in the prevailing distress of manufacturing 
interests and the depression of trade has 
been largely due not merely to an abun- 
dance of currency,but to universal confidence 
in the equal soundness and availability of 
aliferms thereof. This confidence has been 
due in turn to a feeling that the legal-tender 

resources of the country are ampie, which 
leads to the acceptance of bank-notes and 
treasury certificates, as well as greenbacks, 

gold, and silver dollars, in the liquidation of 
liabilities. If anything should occur now to

volume of greenbacks, thus enabling the 


creditors to institute a “squeeze” upon the 
debtors, the resulting apprenension would 
greatly increase the commercial depression 
and further check business enterprise. The de- 
tense of the legal-tender property of the green- 
backs is not to be conti used in any way with 
the defunct craze known as “greendackism,” 
and the issue in the case before the Supreme 
Court will be looked to with profound con- 
cern. 

Tun sheep-breeders and wool-growers of 
the United States met in Chicago yesterday, 
originally for the purpose of organizing a 
new National Wool-Growers’ Association. 
The need of a new association, it was claimed, 
grew out of the fact that the old organization 
assented to the reduction by the last Con- 
gress of the tariff on wool. The 
Ohio wool-growers, led by Congressman 
Converse, are particularly worked up on the 
wool question, and President Garland, Chalr- 
man of the old association, who is now in 
Australia, came in for a liberal supply of 
denunciation for alleged treachery in having 
signified to the Tariff Commission that the 
wool-growers of the country were content 
to have the tariff reduced.

O’DONNELL. 
THE ASSASIN IN COURT. ; 

Loxpon, Sept. 25.—Mrs. Carey, wife of 
James Carey, who was killed by O’Donnell, 
landed this morning at Green Hithe, on the 
Thames, eighteen miles from London. ‘ 

O'Donnell was brought to the Bow Street 
Police Court at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
Magistrate Flowers presided. The court- 
room was filled and a large crowd collected 
outside. Special precautions were taken by 
the police to prevent any attempt at rescue. 

Mr. Poland opened the case for the Crown. 
He recounted the passage out on the steamer 
of the Carey family and O'Donnell. and re- 
peated the detalis of the murder. Mr. Po- 
land said O’Donnell’s assertion, when ar- 
rested, that he acted in self-defense, would 
be contradicted by the testimony of Carey’s 
eldest son, Who would swear that his father 
had no pistol. 

Sullivan, M. P., counsel for O'Donnell. 
complained to the court that a solicitor had 
been refused access to the prisoner. 


Mr. Flowers, the magistrate, allowed the 


8 to retire and consult with a so- 
itor. 

James Parish, servant on the steamer Mel- 
rose, on which the crime was committed, 
and Thomas Jones, a boatswain, eve-wit- 
nesses of the murder, repeated the testimony 
they gave before the court at Port Elizabeth. 
The bullet found upon the floor of the cabin 
ofthe steamerand the pistol taken from 
O'Donnell were produced and identified. 
Jones swore O’ Donnell’s words to Mrs. Carey 
after shooting her husband were: Shake 
hands, Mrs. Carey I did not do it.“ 

Carey’s son testified that after witnessing 
O’Donneil shoot his father he ran to the lat- 
ter’s berth and obtained his revolver, but had 
not time to give it to him before one of the 
officers of the steamer took it from him. He 
said he heard O'Donnell tell his mother he 
(O’Donnell) was sent to do it.“ 

O’Donnell’s revolver bore the name of its 
manufaeturer in New Haven, Conn. 

The Captain ot the Melrose testified to 
finding an electric machine in the prisoner’s 
luggage. The machine, he said, was thrown 
overboard.

FRANCE AND CHINA. 
M. JULES FERRY’S ESTIMATE OF THE sITU- 
ATION. 


Panis, Sept. 25,--[Special Cable.}—M. 
Jules Ferry, the French Premier, in conver- 
sation yesterday, spoke very freely of the ex- 
isting state of affairs between France and 
China. He said that France ardently de- 
sired an amicable settlement and was await- 
ing a reply from Pekin to the proposals 
which had been forwarded by the Marquis 
Tseng. The memorandum submitted to the 


| Marquis practically contained the 
text ‘of a treaty which M. Ferry 
asserted could be accepted by both 


countries with honor and advantage. France 
had neglected no opportunity to arrive at a 
peaceful settlement of the points at issue 
and ali her efforts had had this end in view. 
When asked if M. Harmand, the French 
Civil Commissioner in Tonquin, had not 
somewhat exceeded his power in extorting 
from the Annamese the Hué document, M. 
Ferry said that he could not blame 
his Commissioner for the position 
he had taken. M. Harmand had 
one paramount duty to perform. He had to 
place such safeguards around the iaterests 
of France in Tonquin as would permanently 
secure the rights of her citizens and prevent 
future outbreaks. He was, however, anx- 
lous that the cordial relations which had 
hithérto existed between his Government and 
the authorities at Pekin should not be dis- 
turbed and was therefore willing to make 
such modification as would lead to peace.

Seth B. French, and 
Gen. Aspinwall, of New York, At Col. « olt’s 
residence the President’s path was strewn 
with flowers by twenty maidens—a repetition 
of the ceremony of welcome to President 
Monroe in 1817 at the same house. After a 
short stay within the house the President 
joined the line. The procession included 
military, crews from training-ships, the 
Veteran Association, the City Councils of 
Providence and Newport, a Congressional 
delegation, thé Grand Lodge of Masons and 
Masonic bodies escorting the Presidental 
party.

Wind, Wrecks, and Disasters. 
Rough weather and stormy seas continue to 
ageravate navigators on Lake Michigan. The 
wind was biowmg from almost every direction 
yesterday and but few vessels ventured out- 
side. A large number of grain-laden craft and 
ligbt lumber vessels left port Monday night, but 
were forced to turn back. No disasters are re- 
ported on Lake Michigan. Eariy -yesterday 
morning marine circles were thrown into a 
te vor of excitement by dispatches announcing 
that a terribie gale had prevailed on the Lower 


a result many vessels of every description bad 
gone to the bottom, and la some instances the 
wrecks had been attended with great loss of 
life. The vessel-agents’ offices were immedi- 
ately thronged with anxicus vessel-owners and 
shippers, who were eagerly searching for every 
scrup of news that might be received. During 
the last ten days upwards of 4,000,000 busheis of 
‘grain bad been shipped from thie port, and 
judging from the tone of dispatehes received it 
was fair to presume that many cargoes bad 
been either totally lost or seriously damaged. 
Women and children were on the docks shortly 
after the first telegram was received, and it was 
surprising to see now fast bad news could 
travel. Mothers and wives with tears stream ing 
down their cheeks were hunt for vews of 
their loved ones, and refused to be comforted 
by assuring words that the reports as yet were 


serious wreck reported was the loss of the 
schooner York State, with her entire crew of 
six men. This report came from Buffaio, and 
was followed by another contirmmg it. Tne 
York State is towed by the steam-barge Buck - 
eye, and both boats are owned at this port by 
E. & C. Eidred. At Mr. Eldred’s olfice 1 was 
found that nothing definit bad yet been received 
coucerum the vessels, although telegrams had 
been sent to Buffalo asking what truth there 
was in the report. Mr. Eldred said that they 
bad just taken a toad of lumber 
from Ontonagou to Oleveland and 
gone from there to Toledo to load wheat for 
Buffalo. The York State's cargo consisted of 
18,000 busheis of wheat, and was valued at about 
$21,000. The Boston Marine and Shoe & Leather 
Companies had an insurance of $5,500 on the 
cargo, but the balance of the insurance could 
not be learned. The schooner is commanded by 
Capt. Joseph Hayes, of Chicago, and is valued 
at $12,000. She was built ia 1857 and thoroughly 
rebuilt last year. She is iosured for $8,000 in 
the Boston Marine and Shoe & Leather Compa- 
nies.

About 100 feet of side-track on the 
Niagara Falls Branch of the Central Road, at 
the foot of Georgia street, was washed away and 
four Blue Line cars were tambied into the lake 
and their contents carried off by the waves. 
Four out of six telegraph wires on the 
Central Railroad were disabled, and 
three of the Lake Shore's and al 
of the Grand Trunk’s were rendered 
useless. The water io the canal slips and bar- 
bor rose to a level with the banks. There was a 
tremendous current in the Buffalo River, and it 
took several tugsto tow one vessel to à place 
of safety. Vessels coming in did not try to 
make the inner harborand were lucky to find 
shelter under the new breakwater, over which 
the waves daabed toa terrific hight. The pro- 
pellers Chicago and Iron Chief and schooners.

— The 
loss of the steam-barge Bast Saginaw off Sand 
Beacb and rescue of her crew by Capt. Cochrane, 
of the propelier Conemaugh, area part of the 
resuite of the northwest gale on Lake Huron. 
The steamer had a tow of barges and was trying 
to make Sand Beach. She went ashore on the 
reef south of the breakwater. The barge 
pounded for four hours, breaking ber wheel, 
stern post, rudder and stern pipe.

A NEW ENTERPRISE. 


Capitalists Have Purchased a Water- 
aed the Surrounding Land on 
Snake River, in Idaho, and intend 
Opening u Summer-Kesort,. 

Ou ARA, Neb., Sept. B.- [Special. 
Omaha capitalists and a banker of Butte, 
Mont., have embarked in no less an enter- 
prise than the purchase of a waterfali—the 
Big Shoshone—in idaho. Until six months 
ago the property was not “in sight,” and its 
existence was only known through the re- 
port of an occasional hunter. who, reaching 
the edge of the basin which surrounds the 
approach to the falls, peered at them curi- 
ously at a distance of three-fourths of a 
mile and gained only an unsatisfactory im- 
pression of avast body of water, much spray, 
and more roar. From the edge of this basin 
there was no sure footing to a nearer 
of view. Blasting and picking have cut a 
path through the rocky sides to the water’s 
edge,and the falls can now be as easily viewed 
as Niagara. 

The Snake River, which forms these falls, 
is at this point a deep stream, running for 
twenty-five miles through lava rocks, hun- 
dreds of feetin hignt. At the fails, which 
are 1,500 feet wide and have a descent of 210 | 
feet, the rocks loom up grandly to from 500 
to 1,000 feet in hight.
